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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-8 are 
allowed because the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a semiconductor laser device as 
recited in claims 1 and 8. 

Amano and Fujimaki fail to teach third lead portion having a first side portion amd a 
second side portion, the first side portion disposed to one side of the second lead portion and the 
second side pordon disposed to another side of the second lead portion. 

Ogino et al. ('794) discloses in Figures 1 and 4 a laser device having first, second, and 
third lead portions, 3a, 4a, and 4b, respectively. However, Oginio does not teach the third lead 
portion having two portions on two sides of the second lead portion.
